vides. The money denved from the sale of the 
lands 1s to form a fund to be snvested in gov- 
ernment bouda,or other good securities then- 
terest of whichis to be used for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a school of forestry 
and expernmental stations This institution 18 
to be under the supervision of a board of three 
commissioners two of whom are to be practical 
forestera appointed by the president and con- 
firmed by the senate and one appointed by the 
governor of the state of Dakota and confirmed 
by the highest branch of the state lemislature 
the consmissioners to hold their offices for ten 
sears or danng good behavior If the proceeds 
of tbe land sold for this purpose exceed $300,- 
ud) the excess 1s to be used ın construchng 
buildings and evperimental forestry stations, 
if 1618 found necessary to do so

According tos Waslangton special, 
Judge Pettigrew, of the Utah commis- 
sion, says the commisaion will go to Utah

Very few polygamusts registered 
at the Jast eleotion Of the 35,000 reg- 
istered voters he does not believe there 
ıre thirty five polygamists The poly- 
gamists did not register because the 
Mormor papers and leaders desired to 
avoid a conflict of any furd and advised 
pgainst registration Judge Pettigrew 
expressed the opinion that the evil of 
polygamy would gradually cure itself. 
‘The young men who are educated do 
not take kindly toit Heretofore nine- 
tenths of the officers were filed by poly- 
gamists Under the Edmunds law this 
class is shut out The educated young 
men of the Mormons do not hke this 
condition of affairs They prefer the 
ofhces to polygamy. Judge Pettigrew 
saves that the next election will test the 
efficacy ofthe Edmunds plan 


Delegate Pettigrew has compiled a 
tuble of statistics somewhat similar to 
those produced in the New Year’s edi- 
tion of the Press and Dakotaian, showing 
the wonderfal growth of Dakota, which 
he mtends to make use of when the bill 
for the division of the territory 1s taken 
up It appears from this statement that 
the whole number of onginal homesteads 
taken mn Dakota from January, 1863, the 
time of the organization of the territory, 
to June 30, 1880, inclosive, was 29,812 
The population at the date last men- 
tioned was 135,000, indicating a propor- 
thon of 414 persons to each homestead 
entry From July 1, 1880, to December 
31, 1882, the whole number of onginal 
homestead entries in Dakota was 36,355, 
indicating, at the rate of one homestead 
to 4t3 persons, an increase uf population 
of 161,048, of whom 104,000 are 1n southern 
Dakota, and 57,049 ın northern Dakota. 
At the time of the census there were 
360,000 in sonthern Dakota and 35,000 10 
northern Dakota, so on January ist 1883, 
there were 205,000 people 1n the proposed 
atate of Dakota and 90,048 in the pro- 
posed terntory of north Dakota The 
population of the whole terntory was 
therefore 294,049 As a further evidence 
of the ammense growth of the territory 
it 18 shown that the receipts of the post 
office department from Dakota alone for 
the quarter ending September 30, 1830, 
were 232,321, and for the quarter ending 
September 30, 1882, they were $66,356, 
over twice as large as they were for the 
June quarter of 1880. There are now at 
least five states an the union which yield 
a smaller Tevenue’.80 far as postoffice re- 
ceipte are concerned than Dakota ‘These 
are Delaware, Tionds, Nevada, Oregon 
and West Virginis,

dropped senseless on the floo The 
poor fellew had both bands and feet 
frozen stif He was tahen to Swan, and 
18 now Jn the care of the surgeon at Ft 
Randall, directly across the river He 
will lose a part of the feet, and perhaps 
both hands 

This shocking occurence isthe result 
of men traveling across the open 
prairie to save a few miles in distance, 
when they might have gone the river 
road, and always been near the houses 
or ju timber Ou the road they took 
there 1s not a house 1n twenty miles, ind

THE IRON CLAD OATH 


A New Obligation to be Administered 

Washington, January 24—A bill has 
been mtroducedin tho honge to repeal 
what is genorally known as the iron clad 
oith, which for many years ‚hos been 
simply s farce In administering the 
oath to senators aud representatsves in 


congress, as Well as other United States 
ofhcers, two forms of oath bave jong 
been 1p vogue One 38 the oath adminis- 
tered to those’ wbo did not servo 1p, md or 
abcttherebellion ‘This oath was allaight 
until congress began to ramove the polit- 
real disabilities of ex confederates ‘Then 
n now oath not containing the non old 
sections of the old one was prescribed 
for this class of persons Both onths 
are now used, according to whether the 
person to whom itas admimistered was 
previously politically disabled or not 
The bill proposes to repeal the oath for 
ex confederites aud amenda the new 
oath so that 1t will read as follows 

“A B dosolomoly swear or affirm 
that, to the best of my knowledge and 
ability, I will support and defend the 
constitution of ths United States against 
all enemies, foreign aud domestic, that 
I will bear true faith and allegiance to 
the same, aud thit I take this obligation 
freely, without aby mental reservation or 
purpose of ovasion, and that I will well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of 
the ofhee on which I am aboat to enter, 
so help me God” 


AFFAIRS IN FRANCE 
Conterence of the Ministers and the Com- 
mittee on Jmportant Matters 


Paus, Jan 25—The munisters to day

INTEREST AND UNITY, 


Tho Legislature Asked to Consider the 
Laws Thereou 
Mandan Pioneer 

It 18 fo be hoped that the legislature 
will, dunnog tbe present session, take m- 
to conmderntion the condition of the 
interest and usuary Jaws as set forth in 
the statute books of this territory The 
questions of interest and usuary are of vi- 
tu] importance potonly to the merchants 
and tradesmen, but to esery citizen ofa 
eivihzed community, and have called 
forth a vust amount of legislnt-ou, and 
consequently lit gatiou While no 
doubt 1t was necessary in the beginning 
to originate, and to day to keep shve a 
system of restraining or cxtenuating 
laws for protection or benefit, as the 
case mny be, of the needy borrower, yet 
it never was, ‘and cannot be now, either 
necessary or equitable to so legislate 
that s certain class of people ın a com- 
munity will be subject to a penalty for 
the violation of a statute, while another 
classin the same community escapes 
euch punishment The interest law of 
tlus territory as tirat passed declared the 
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legal rate of interest to be 7 per cent, 
but permitted the taling of a rate as 
ligh ns 12 per cent under special con- 
tracts Any person taking a higher 
rate than 12 percent was not only Lable 
to the forfeiture of all the interest con- 
tracted for, but was algo, by 
auother statute, made guilty 
of a misdemeanor The  lepisin- 
ture at a subsequent se8810n, 80 
amended these laws as to except five 
counties situated in the mining regions 
of the Black Hull’s ro that tbe statute 
now virtually reads that all persons ex- 
ceptthe residents of the said fre 
counties, who shali take a higher rate of 
interest than 12 percent, shall be sub 

ject to forfeiture of interest and guilty 
of mademeanor Now, 1tcan be dearly 
seen that a statute ithat 18 Openin its na- 
ture must refer to the whole of a class of 
peoplein a community, and when 1t fails 
to do so 14 obviously vord from uncon 

stitutionality So far as the principle 16 
concerned, the legislature could as well 
declare that what is defined in the stat- 
utes as larceny in this territory should 
not be deemed larceny 1m certain coun- 
ties in the termtory And further, as ex- 
perience has shown to be the case, that 
no chance should be given either party 
to an interest contract to take advantage 
of obscurity in a statute, and thus ovoid 
obligation or enforce a wrong And above 
all a8 courts universally treat with 
the greatest suapicion all defenses of 
usury, 1618 but right that all statutes 
bearing on that subject should be clear 
and explict beyond all peradventnre

New York, Jan 28—London cable A 
terrific gale, amounting in some places 
to a perfect hurricane, exceeding m vo- 
lence anything experienced ın ten years, 
visited the western and northwestern 
coasts of the British islands on the mght 
of the 25th, extending itself far into the 
midland counties Wherever this deyas- 
tuting storm raged ıt left sad witnesses

London, Jan 98~—The steamer wrecked 
near Swansea „was the Agnes Jack, from 
Sardinia, with lead Watnesses of the 
disaster saw twelve men, the crew, swept 
from a mast Tho steamer sent out
